The Conduct and Language of the Op=
‘ posing Senators.
i Imwas only natural that the passage of the
| Civil Rights bill over the veto of the President
| should cause intense excitement in the politi-
cal world, It is not to be supposed but that
the gentlemen who were bitterly opposed to
the bill should feel irritated and disappointed
when they saw its adoption inevitable. But
that »enators of the United States, supposed
to be the embodiment of official dignity and

+ grave deliberation, should so far forget them-

selves as to utter the sentiments attributed
to cerlain members of the opposition, is a dis-
grace on the country as well as on themselves,

That these gentlemen have a perfect right
to favor the President’s veto none will deny.

I That in all legal and honorable ways they

had & right to endeavor to secure the triumph
of their views is not a question. They had as
much right to their views as Senators Sum-
NeER and TerumpBuLn had to theirs, and If
they were honest and conscientious, they de-
serve the respect of all, But the petty anger
und bitter rage exhibited by Messrs, SAULS-
BURY and DAVIs would be inexcusable even
in indignant sehool-boys., These grave and
and reverend seignors aspired apparently to
the dignity of treasen. The entire debate

| was not such a one as a citizen of the United

States would have desired. Both parties ex-
hibited an acrimony and a vim totally inex-
cusgble, because of the occasion. Let us

note a few passages. The following will

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thess two Senators, W:s can see no possible
good which coald possibly coma irom the
utternnce of such sentiments. Surely Mr.
SAvLEBURY could not think that his threat
would frighten any of the (rlends of the bill
to such an eéxtent that they would change
thelr Yotes, because 6! the terrible sttitude of
Delaware's Senutor. 1t was nothing more
nor less than an [dle, useless, childish, and
Inexcusable outburst of [ll-humor, and s
another display of what things Mr. WirnLARD
SAvLspuny is capable. There {s more
excuse for that goatieman than there is for
Mr, GARRETT DAVIS,

SAULSDURY is excitable, and subject to
extraneous influencss. DAVIA Is prosy and
deliberative, and his whole conrse Is not un-
like an “October rain,” chilly, disagreeable
and enduring. His utterances were wilful:
open treason. If the opiniops ef that gentle-
man were at all danger®¥, it would be
strictly within the power of the Senate to
exped him from bis seat. But bis very nsig-
niflcance is hia protection, so that while court-
ing the honors of martyrdom, we fear the
member will sigh for an au'o da fe in vain,

Without, then, entertaining any personal
or political bias, we deplore this exhibition of
passion. It wnas undignified, and ealeulated
to lower the attitude of the Senate. It ex
poses ua to the sneers of Europe, and the con-
tempt of the sober portion of our own popula-
tion. Let the calm, deliberate bearing of the
good old days be continued in the Senate,
and decency neyer outraged by such an
exhibition as made the .debate yesterday
partake of the nature of an angry school-
hoy’s quarrel,

The New Jersey Dead Lock.
Awmona the politicians of Camden and the
other counties of the First Congressiona!
District, the feelings of indignation ngainsi
Jamus M. BeoveEL is growing more emblt-
tered every day, because of his betrayal ot
the party which elevated him to its confidence
and trust. Many are strongly in favor of an
extra session ol the Legislature to elect a
United Stales Seuator, but others again deem
it the best policy to let the matier lay over,
and trust to the complexion of the next joint
mieting. The I‘wpnhlicm‘l.s have strong faith
In their ability to elect members of thelr party
suflicient to have a majority; but the Cop-
perheads will make it the most bitter and
active campaign that has ever been carried
on in the State, They will use every eflort
to gain the ascendancy, and with the _newly
acquired services of the man who would
not “weep over Iecuba” they will
make  desperate battle, and *dely
the world, the flesh and the devil.” For this
reason they are now petting him, and offer
him their pity and condolence, while their ex-
pressions of sympathy fill like honey on his
ears and tongue. But if anything can mor-
tify these men, or even Mr. SCOVEL, it is the
fact that the Civil Rights ibll has been
passed over President Jomnson’s veto,
Coming, as it does, on the heels of Mr,
Scover'’s perfidy in Trenion, it can-
oot fail to be a most annoying and
scathing rebuke to him. When it is remem-
bered that his refusal to act with his party,
was for the purpose ot leaving New Jersey
in an attitude to favor that veto, the Senator
from Camden stands alone in his infamy,
the “weeping Niobe and Lost Paradise” of
Jersey, To-day he would gladly, if he has
any political honor left, give back half he is
worth could he regain the friends and posi-
tion he has lost by his perfidy. But the
Union party has spurned him from its ranks,
and the Copperheands whom he has been so
eagerly and willingly serving, will not
receive him back into their confldence—a
confidence which he betraycd in the early
stages of his political career, He became,
like Esop’s raven, dissatisflad with his Demo-
cratic flock, and plumed himself in peacock
feathers, until his selflshness and deception
were discovered ; and then the birds whom he
endeavored to pass himself off among as one
of them, suddenly torned upon him and
picked him bare, He then went back

to his own species, but while they
pitied they did not dare to trust him. Una-
ble to stand this, Mr. ScoveL trans-

tormed himself, not into the anlmal *Hecaba
was, but into a “mountain partridge” In
this newly assumed capacity he will hunted
to his death. But the great Republican
party of New Jersey will see the necessity of
golng to work early and earpestly in the
cause of saving the State from the control of
the influeness which have, in the present
instance, set at deflance a plain and unequivo-
cal provision of the State Constitution, and
tied the hands of the Governor in the appolut~
ing power. -

and to make a last appeal for his suffering
country to all liberty-loving men throughout
the world, His stay will be but short in our
midst.”

With all the faith expressed and admiration

folt, we are at a loss to see what permanent
good Mr. STrRPurENs’ arrival here can secure,
We believe him to be a pure patriot, a high-
minded gentleman, a man who has riskod his
life for his country, and would gladly d'e for
his prmnciples. We yield him all the praise
which his warmest admirers could desire,
But STEPHENS Is not omniponent. His purity
of purpose eannot subdue the power of Ene-
land. His honesty cannot prevent his coun-
try being overrun in twenty-four hours with
British troops.

His strength of will and love of country
canno! alter the decrees of nature, and the
decrees of nature are against the success of
the Fenlan mwovement. True, he may har-

therhood, and we earnestly hope he may ; for
then he would only have one Instead of
two chimerical projects. He may do away
with the bitterness of party dissension, but a
dozen J AMES STEPHENSES could not bring the
project one step nearer success., As the
hopes of the Irish-American population are
all based on the great things he will do, we
wre glad of his arrival; for the bubble must
burst, and the longer it continues to atiract
with its thousand colors the fancy of the poor,
the heavier will be the loss and the greater
the despair when the end is reached.

Scovel’s Case.
DrasarrcAnry considered, the Prosident of
the New Jersey Senate 1s one of the most
versatile of pertormers. When he first an-
nounced himself, he was a “partridge upon
the mountains,” liable at any moment to fall
into the snares of the fowler, or to be brought
down by a well-directed shot [rom some skil-
ful huntsman. His second appearance was
as the “rock of Gibraltar,” immovable in its
strength, and entirely devoid of anything like
an ornithological nature. Having tried the
earth and the air, his last resort was to “take
water,” and in a moment of inspiration he
proposed a visit to the mermaids, after the
manner of the Cumberland, with a flag fly-
ing. bis last effort was of the earth, earthy,
being nothing more nor less than the order-
ing of an obnoxious journalist from the floor
of the body over which he presided.
SCovELis a young man,§and perhaps has
something to learn. He has a good opinion
of his own abilities, and in this he does well.
A proper seli-esteem is an excellent trait,
but it may be carried to the extreme of ego-
tism., Mr. ScovEL has it in his power to
delay important action, as far as the election
of a United States Senator from New Jersey
is concerned, but current events must show
that his *power Is comparatively worthless.
He holds a barren sceptre, and unless he can
make his position pay in a pecuniary sense, he
has certainly failed in his coup d'efaf. Itis
to be hoped that when he retires to private
life he will be a wiser man.
